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HOW TO HELP YOUB PABTOB.

The relat i on <>f a pastor and a parísh- 
ioner is mucb like that of wedlock — a rt- 
lation of mutual obligation, and it ought 
to be one of mutual affectíon and helpful- 
ness. If at the time of his installation he 
made a vow to be faithful to you, the 
member of his flock, you also have made 
an equally binding promise to be true to 
him. Has he not a clear right to your 
assistance, and just as strong a claim on 
your support as you can have on him for 
púlpit instruction anrl pastoral oversight ? 
Granting that you ought to help your pas- 
tor, how can you do it ? 

l'ne re are many ways in which you can 
strengthen his hands and cheer his heart, 
First of all, practice the Golden Rule to- 
ward him : do as you wottld be done by ; 
put yourself in his plaire. He cannot al- 
ways strike twelve in his sermons any 
morè than you can al ways make a shrcwd 
investment, or always finísh a piece of 
work qui te up to your promise. You 
don't like to be unreasonably censured ; 
neither does he ; and when you are scold- 
ing a good pastor you are discrediting a 
servant of the Lord and obstructing his 
work. Supposing him to be conscienti- 
ous and doing his best, he has a right to 
your generous appreciation. If you have 
just ground for critícisms, take them to 
his study, and not to your neighbors' 
houses. You may really help htm by the 
first method, provided that you go in a 
frank, fraternal spirit. A sensible minister 
w i II welcome a sensible criticism. 

2. For a morè pleasant purpose tlianfor 
criticisins you may freely visit him, orask 
him to your own house ; and that is to 
devise plans for doing good. Partners in 
business consult together often ; you are a 
spirítnal partner wilh your minister. It 
is your church as much as it is his ; it 
really belongs to him who ownsyou both. 
Just as clearly is it your duty to labor for 
the Master as it is your pastor's duty. Put 
your hcads and hearts together, and de- 
vise plans of usefulness and the best 
methods to make them successful. If he 
sets on foot a feasible plan forquíckening 
church life, aiding the Hahbath-school or 
the Society of Christian Endeavor, in- 
creasing the prayer-meeting or reaching 
the unconverted, then back him up lieart- 
ily. 

3. A minister who is worthy of the 
name can stand an empty purse better 
than empty pew or an empty prayer-meet- 
ing. It is a disgrace to a church, that 
failure to pay an honest salary should 
straiten a pastor's purse ; but the spiritual 
emptiness afflicts his heart the most keen- 
ly. Perhaps your pastor is wondering 


what has become of you on the eveníngs 
of the devotional mcetings. The better 
111 an and woman you are, the morè you 
are missed ; the worse you are, the morè 
you need to go. It may be that your pas- 
tor is disheartened by the emptiness of 
your pew on the Sabbath. He has care- 
fully prepared a díscourse for your bene- 
fit. You have lost it. Both he and you 
suffer from that absence. For one, I am 
ready to confess that I never made any 
converts to the truth in an empty pew, 
and never have delivered a sermon loud 
enough to awaken a parishioner who was 
dozing at home or strolled ofï to some 
other church. If a good reason keeps 
you at home, try to send a substitute ; in- 
vite some friend who seldom hears the 
Gospel to go and occupy your seat. Your 
minister getsa hearer, and the hearer may 
get what will sa ve his soul. Church niera- 
bers somelimes complain thattheír minis- 
ter does not "draw" a larger congrega- 
tion ; yet they do nothing to draw outsid- 
ers to the house of God by a cordial invi- 
tation to come. Help your pastor to fill 
the house. 

■ 4. Follow up the invitations, appeals, 
and counsels of the púlpit with your own 
efforts for the conversion of sinners. 
The pastor is trying to draw souls to 
Jesús ; pray don't draw the other 
way. If one of our family or one of your 
Sabbath school class comes home from 
the sanctuary thoughtful and tender, then 
aim. to deepen that impression. Draw 
with your minister ; follow up his efforts 
with your own. But the downward pull 
of your triflmg talk, or your unkind crit- 
icisms, or your inconsistent conduets may 
be an overmatch for the upward lift of his 
faithful díscourse. Cooperate with 
Christ's embassador in the grandest work 
that man or àngel can covet — the work of 
saving immortal souls. Who doubts that 
if all our Church members preached 
Christ as faithfully in practice and in 
personal efforts as our average ministers 
preach him in the púlpit, the spiritual 
droughts would giveplace toglorious har- 
vests? "As ye go, preach," is a commis- 
sion to the pew as well as to the púlpit. 

6. A single sagacious and active help- 
er is a rich blessing to a pastor. But 
several scores of them are still better. If 
he leans all the time on Aaron and Hur, 
then the rest of the flock are apt to grow 
lazy themselves, and censorious toward 
the two men who occupy the leading po- 
sition ; and what shall the minister do when 
Aaron is sick and Hur is absent from 
home? That is not a healthy church in 
which all the work, all the giving, and all 
the praying is done by a few individuals, 
even if the nien are Calebs and the women 


are Tabithas. It is the pull of the whole 
church that brings the large blessing. 

This touches the very core of the ques- 
tion, "How shall I help my pastor?" 
Pray for him, and practice as you pray. 
Peler's powerful díscourse at the Pente- 
cost was preceded by a powerful prayer 
gathering. Saturday evening wrestlings 
with God in a certain church brought 
heart-moving sermons on the next morn- 
ing, untíl a revival shook the whole con- 
gregation. What your minister wants is 
spiritual power. That is God's gift ; help 
htm to plead for it. The tnightiest minis- 
ter who ever trod this earth since Christ's 
ascension was not ashamed to say, 
"Brethren, pray for us." — New York 
Evangelist.
